What they can do among the hills 
we have seen. When they take 
Kaichou they go north, to Haichéng 
vid Tashichiao along the plain, on 
which there are indeed a few scat- 
tered hills with gently sloping sides 
and of no great Height, Haichéng is 
surrounded by such hills which in 
the hands of an army virtually equal 
to that of the Japanese could hold 
oub against them, Beyond Haichéng 
there is a level plain till they reach a 
low range of tilts running: weat five 
miles south of Liaoyang. These 
hills will do no more than give “the 
advantage of their height to guns if 
the Russians resolve to hold them 
with determination. Though there 
will probably be some fighting, pre- 
sent appearances are against the 
probability of.a firm. stand being 
made there. . 

Beyond this low range, the country 
is an undulating plain to Liaoyang 
and beyond, to Moukden and Tieling, 
with more or less~low, isolated hills 
at a greater or smaller distance from 
the highway.

the plain. ‘There are hills a few 
miles to the East, to the North- 
east, North, West, and South-west, 
the South and South-east alone 
being level country. The city is 
distant only a few li from the hills 
to the north. ‘Through these hills, 
which are not very high, there are 
several passes, by which all commerce 
finds its way between the province of 
Féngtien and Kirin. North of these 
hills ogain the country is an undu- 
lating plain to Kuanchéngtze and 
presents no. great obstacle south of 
Harbin, except the river Sungari. 

Thus it will be seen that were it 
only to gain time for further con- 
centration and preparation at Har- 
bin there is every likelihood to be a 
stiff resistance made on the Kaiyuan 
hills to the northward advance of 
the Japanese, while south of that 
point no useful opposition can be 
offered, if the Russian forces. are 
not much larger than is generally 


snpposed, 

Tike assanit-on Port Arthur is not 
likely to be hurried. It is entrusted 
to the ‘Third Army, under General 
Nogi, which includes the 16th, 17th, 
and 18th regiments of Artillery, 
from Konoda, and will not attack 
until all the heavy and siege guns 
required are in position.

foature in this dictionary is that it is not a 
pare vocabulary, but an oxplanatory 
dictionary. It does not give merely he 
English word aud thou a number of 
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Japanese * equivalents: but it explains 
which equivalent is to be taken for the 
special sense of the English word intended. 
Under “ Book,” for instance, a third of a 
column is devoted to the various mean- 
ings of the English word; so that the 
student or the traveller ignorant of the 
Japanese language, but anxious to make 
himself understood, can hardly make a 
mistake if he uses this dictionary intelli- 
gently. There are directions for pro- 
nuneiation and accentuation, complete 
enough, though no directions can entirely 
replaceactual converse, the eyeneverbeing 
able to do all the work without the aid 
of the ear. How well the book is brought 
up to date is shown by the inclusion of 
submarine boats and wireless telegraphy. 
The appendices include Tables 
Japaneso Eras, Chief Auxiliary Numbers, 
Weights and Measures, and Coinage, and 
a List of Cities and Prefectures, and the 
Circuits of Japan. Messrs. Kelly & 
Walsh, Ld., may well be congratulated on

By the way they stormed the heights 
above the Yalu, and the entrench- 
ments at Nanshan, the Japanese 
have shown, as one of the London 

ers says, that they recognise no 
Spstacle fe insurmountable; but 
the carrying of such positions, 
glorieus as it is, has not the de- 
Coives effect that follows victory in a 
big battle in the open.

fight at Kinchou our correspondent 
told us that the Japanese War 
Office considered that their earlier 
successes had advanced their pro- 


gramme some nine months If 
the Russians, relying on the 
experience of Plevna and at 


the same time undervaluing the 
Japanese as they have done 
throughout, believed that they could 
hold the Kinchou position for six 
months, and Port Arthur for two 
years, their expectations that they 
could tire out their enemy by pro- 
longing the war for years must have 
been rudely disturbed, The Russian 
idea seems to have been to make the 
Japanese shatter themselves by pro- 
tracted attacks on one fortified post 
after another. The Japanese have now 
shown that this idea must be given up, 
and that the Russian hope to drive 
them back into Corea after their 
strength had been spent in fruitless 
assaults on entrenchments was a vain 
one. General Kuropatkin has doubt- 
leas been urged from St. Petersburg to 
hurry on events by striking a deci- 
sive blow in the field. 

Reverting to the victory of Kin- 
chou, a Russophil contemporary has 
endeavoured to show that there is 
no discrepancy between General 
Floug’s two dispatches on the sub- 
ject. The brief account of the affair 
from General Stéssel bimself, which 
we publish this morning, confirms 
our original conviction that when 
General Floug . sent his “simple 
demonstration” dispatch, his only 
knowledge of the fight was what he 
had received from St, Petersburg. 
General Stéssel acknowledges that his 
batteries were annihilated, and that 
his troops, instead of retiring in good 
order when the position was found 
untenable, wereactually routed, for he 
owns that the retreat was so hurried 
that there was no time for his orders, 
that his guns were to be disabled 
before they were abandoned, to be 
carried out, The demoralisation of 
his troops was such that he had to 
give up Talienwan and Dalny without 
even a struggle. 

The campaign will become still 
more interesting if General Kuropat- 
kin carries out the intention now 
attributed to him. From the scanty 
information that the censorship has 
allowed to reach us, it was gathered 
that Liaoyang was being put in a 
state of defence. The fact that a 
comparatively small force of Japanese 
has been able to drive back northward 
the three Russian divisions sent down 
towards Pulantien with the apparent 
object of making a diversion which 
would relieve the pressure on Port 
Arthur, shows that either General 
Kuropatkin is in a state of indecision 
which may arise from his plans 
having been capsized by the prompt 
action of the Japanese,—or that the 
300,000 men whom he is now sup- 
posed to have under his command 
are still insufficient to cope with 


the various bodies of Japanese. who 
are operating in Manchuria, ‘That 
he is now prepared to take a decisive 
step will be everywhere welcomed, if 
it results, as it should do, in shorten- 
ing the war. 








THE FIRST DUEL OF 
‘A SUBMARINE AND 
A BATTLESHIP. 


7th June, 


Tue above is the title of a two- 
page illustrated article in the Sun- 

y “San Francisco. Examiner” of 
the Ist of May. From the world at 
large and from their own very enter- 
prising journals the Japanese have 
succeeded in concealing the fact that 
‘Admiral Togo’s attacks on Port 
‘Arthur had the assistance of sub- 
marine torpedo-boats, But no secret 
can long remain so to the “San 
Francisco Examiner.” It alone knows 
that Admiral Makaroff’s splendid 
flagship, the Petropavlovsk, was de- 
stroyed by “the new and irresistible 
weapon of naval warfare which takes 
the modern fleets of ironclads worth- 
less,” and it tells us, in the article 
before us, “ How Russia’s Finest Sea 
Fighter, the $5,000,000 (gold) Iron- 
clad Petropavlovsk, was Smashed into 
Scrap Iron in 2} Minutes by an 
Unseen, Unsuspected Japanese Tor- 
pedo Boat Hiding 30 Feet Under- 
neath the Water.” The pictures 
include a longitudinal section, 30 
inches in actual length, of the battle- 
ship herself; an external view and a 
longitudinal section of the submarine 
that destroyed her; a lobgitudinal 
section of “the new submarine har- 
bour defence boat Protector, jusy 
built for Uncle Sam ;” and an inside 
view of a submarine boat, showing 
switchboard, gauges, and valves. Pro- 
found respect must be felt for the 
naval officer who can manipulate this 
mass of machinery, and at the same 
time keep a look-out and direct his 
mysterious craft in safety. 

“The destruction of the Russian 
battleship Petropavlovsk,” suys the 
“Examiner,” “on the morning of 





Wednesday, April 18th, has ’ no 
parallel in the naval history of the 
world, it is unique. It marks the 
coming of a new and terrible epoch in 
naval warfare. It means the retire- 
ment and abandonment of all the 
great modern fleets of expensive 
fighting ships."—This strikes us as 
premature—* A submarine torpedo- 
boat struck the blow that sank the 
Russian flagship. Unseen, unsuspec- 
ted, the Japanese water rat crept 
up under the ironclad and stabbed it 
in its vitals.’—Rather a confusion 
of metaphors—“ In $wo and one- 
half minutes, a $5,000,000 armoured 
vessel, the most powerful sea-fighter 
in tbe Czars navy”—perhaps a 
pardonable exaggeration—“lay in 





scrap-iron at ,the bottom of the sea, 
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with the Commander-in-Chief and 
his staff and 800 men wiped out.” 
Admiral Togo’s official explanation 
that the catastrophe was caused by 
a mine laid by his torpedo-boats the 
night before is scouted, and it is 
obvious that 16 would have been 
somewhat dangerous to lay mines in 
a place where the Admiral was 
about. to employ submarines. “It is 
now known,” continues the “Ex- 
aminer,” without saying whence the 
knowledge was derived, “that three 
years ago the Japanese bonght plans 
for submarine torpedo-boats from an 

_ American firm, Inside a walled 
enclosure near Saseho the Japanese 
built and tested three submarines 
similar in design to the U.S. sub- 
marine Fulton, Newspaper corr 
pondents have been forbidden to fol- 
low the fleet and the usual courtesy of 
welcoming naval officers of neutral 
nations as guests on board the ships 
has been declined by Japan, ‘Ihe 
Russian navy has at last learned the 
secret.” We wonder what Russia 
would have said if the Japanese had 
taken naval officers of neutral ni; 
tions, Great Britain and the United 
States, for instance, on board their 
men-of-war as guests during the 
operations off Port Arthur. 

After a handsome compliment to 
Japan, “the youngest of all naval 
Powers,” on her enterprise in being 
the first to prove the practical value 
of the submarioe, the “Examiner” 
gives a lurid account of what hap- 
peued to the Petropavlovsk during 
the fateful two and a-half minutes. 
'The battleship cost, we are told with 
merciless arithmetical accuracy, “34 
times as much, weighed 147° times 
as much, and carried 170 times as 
many men as the Japanese water rat, 
and yet in spite of all its apparent 
disadvantages, the submarine craft 
had the big Russian battleship at its 
mercy from the moment the Petro- 
pavlovsk emerged ftom the harbour 
at Port Arthur, enticed on, in fact, 
by other Japanese war vessels, which 
were merely the bait.nsed for drawing 

the enemy into the submarine trap. 
“he first official explanation that thi 















“he 
battleship was accidentally sunk by 
collision with one of the mines 
planted in the channel by the Rus- 
sians themselves, did not survive the 
first wave of horror caused by the 
disaster. Just as soon as the exact 
nature and extent of the explosion 
were made known, naval experis de- 
clared that it would have been imipos- 
sible to have disembowelled the ship 
_with a contact mine.”—The subse. 
quent disaster to the Japanese battle. 
ship Hatsuse has invalidated this 
argument, unless the “Examiner” 
believes that she fell a victim toa 
Russian snbmarine—“They said a 
submarine torpedo boat must have 
attacked the Petropavlovsk, creeping 
up close to the enemy and accurately 
discharging a Whitehead torpedo 








‘The first official Russian verification 
of this belief came from the Grand 
Duke Vladimir at St. Petersberg 
two days after the loss of the battle- 
ship. He said: ‘We knew that the 
Japanese had two submarines, but 
we did not suppose them rash enough 
to send sebmarines such a distance 
from the fleet, or allow them to 
venture as far as the entrance of the 
channel of Port Arthur. The sub- 
marine which did so must certainly 
have sunk.’ Since then it has been 
very positively stated by an Ameri- 
can naval officer, whose name, for 
diplomatic and other reasons, has 
not been divulged, that Japan had 
four submarine torpedo boxts of the 
Holland type when the war broke 
ont. One of these he actnally 
saw in conrse of constrnetion in a 
shipbnilding enclosure near Saseho. 
‘The other three were completed and 
in coramission ready for nective ser- 
vice.” This is the evidence, whose 
collection we owe to the unfailing 
enterprise of yellow journalism in 
San Francisco, for the truth of the 
story that the great battleship was 
sunk by a litle under-water auto- 
mobile, manned by five persons.

He bears ther 
fighting sous away on his 
ample bosom, he carries them 
whithersoever they will, and in ad- 
dition to all this he acts towards 
them as an impassable barrier which 
their enemy has no means of crossing. 
Mahan taught men something of 
the immense importance of having 
Father Ocean on one's side, the 
Japanese are driving the lesson 
home. ‘They may be excusd for 
whatever tendency they have to the 
Rhamnian theory of the descent: of 
Nemesis. 

We need not necessarily either 
follow or oppose them in this belief. 
But to him who reads between the 
lines there is much evidence to show 
that Hesiod was not far wrong, ant 
that’ whatever share Oceanus my 
have had in the paternity of wir- 
fateful one, it is certain thas Nighs 
had her share. For what is Night. 
but the symbol of Darkness, and 
what is Darkness itself but. a synonym 
for Ignorance? We come here to the 
very innermost cause of the Russian 
defeats. It was well said, thirty 
years ago, that the Franco-German 
war was won by the Prussian school- 
master. Itis the Japanese school- 
master who is winning the campaign 
in Manchuria. It is he who has 
taught his countrymen to tarn junks 
into battleships and coasters into 
cruisers. His is the intelligence 
which has devised the plan of cam- 
paign, made the guns, trained the 
men, organised the transport, made 























sure of the honesty, and inculeaed 
tim. From the high- 
the lowest his coun- 





acting as a unit 
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under direction at once intelli- 
gent ard intelligible. ‘There is po 
Hesire, as m Russia, to keep the 
nation in the dark in order that a 
hereditary aristocracy may the better 
preserve its ancient feudalities. To 
proportion to population there are 
more than four times as many child- 
ren at school in Japan as there are 
in Russia, 

What is the universal experience 
ofmankind under such circumstances? 
Ts it not crystallised in the proverbial 
wisdom, Knowledge is Power? But 
Russia will have none of it. Her 
power must ‘be that of the ignorant 
being who can obey without thought. 
Tr has long been dangerous to think 
in Russia. Spain burnt those of her} 
sons who dared to think, Russia 
froze hers, She crushed their souls 
with chilling chains in cheerless Arc- 
tie mines, and now, Dr. Dillon tells 
us in the “ Review of Reviews,” she 
is calling for n Man—and there is no 
reply. Such is the Nemesis ot Ignor- 
ance, the Nemesis born of Night.

A careful 
reading of the correspondence will 
serve to confirm the idea that the 
Czar's Viceroy in the Far East 
(Admiral ‘Alexeieff) was the evil 
genius of the who'e controversy ; 
Brat he deliberately contrived to 
bring on a war by prescribing terms 
of settlement which he knew to be 
inadmissible, and that he lengthened 
out the negotiations by tedious 
delays calculated to exasperate the 
Japinese.” ‘There are very few 
foreigners out here, Rosssians  in- 
cluded, who have taken the trouble’ 
to learn the facts, who do not know 
that this is a simple s'atement of 
fact, Unfortunately for hiscountry,

Mr. Foord’s second subject is the 
address delivered by Secretary Taft 
before the State of New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce, on the 2lst of 
April last, on the subject of the 
Philippines. ‘The address itself is 
printed in full in the body of the 
journal, and it is characterised in 
“Current Comment” as the most 
statesmanlike, judicial, and compre- 
hensive treatment of the Philippine 
question yet presented to the Ameri- 
can public, ‘There can be no dis- 
puting the fact that President Roos- 
evelt. made an admirable selection 
when he chose Judge Taft, of Ohio, 
to be Civil Governor of the important 
colonial possession of the U.S, and 
Mr. Foord has grounds, of course, for 
hinting that the Judge is better 
equipped to administer the “Little 
Tadia” of the U.S. than Congress is 
“to deal wisely with the problems 
which such a possession naturally 
presents.” The injury that Congress 
was about to do to the Philippines 
was the putting in force of the 
national coastwise law for the benefit 
of the shipping of the United States 
in respect to the trade between the 
islands and the States. Mr. Foord 
says: ‘“If,as Secretary Tafe properly 
insists, the well-being of the Fih- 
pinos shou'd be the first considera- 
tion in our insular policy, then, 
clearly, Congress departed from the 
principles in trying to do something 
for American shipping at the expense 
of the Filipinos, and the fact that 
the commission of the wrong has 
been deferred for two years does not 
grently mend the matter. While 
not contending that the labour in the 
Philippines is as good as Chinese 
labour, Secretary ‘Taft emphaticatly 
disputes the contention that labour 
conditions in the Philippines are 
hopeless. He feels sure that the 
same process of

‘The next note in “Cutrevt Com- 
ment” is devoted to the Perry

2ist May. 
Offical Changes . 
Since my last letter there has been a 
change of officials in our city. The new 
official is a man of commanding appearance 
and is about forty-five years old. He be- 
gins his administration with firm hand. 
‘Tho former official left amidst the din of 
cannon and firecrackers. ‘There wore 
thousands gathered on the bank of the 
river to hid him farewell. He is not a very 
fine man in appearance, but he hae « kind 
hoart and was a good friend of the for- 
cigners. He is said to hive wopt as his 
bond lifted anchor. One of the old and in- 
fuential men of the city said of him: It 
is seldom wo find a man with so good and 
Kind a heart.” He had seven boats to take 
hia goods and fomily down the river. He 
stops at Changsha for a time and then re- 
turns to Fuchoufu, the capital city of Fu- 
Kien, his old house, 


A Cash Mine. 

The most exciting event we have had in 
Ohenchou recently has been the finding of 
s veritable mine of cash. They were found 
to be not very far from the serface. On the 
bottom was laid heavy boards and the cash 
thrown in. There were about forty loads, 
between seven and eight hundred thousand 
cash. They were very large and dated back 
to fia Han Dynesty. The foreigner was 
Presented with a few as souvenirs of the 
ccoasion. They are twice as large as most 
of the cash now in use. The man on whose 
property the mine was found put it into the 
hands of tho military official and some of 
the influential men. telling them he 
wanted the money spent on some chariiable 
work for the city. We understand it goos 
to the new school and the repairing of a 
large temple in the city. Some of the for- 
eigners thought it would have been much 
better to have spent it in building a hos 
pital, where ibe thousands of Chenchou's 
afflicted people might be treated and healed 
of their ‘maladies. 
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Mining Prospectors. 
Not long since two Germans took up their 
in the city. They are inspecting 





‘an inspiring sight to see these happy-look- 
ing people, to hear them sing and to witiess 
their enthusiasm. Tho first seed was sown 
here about ten years ago and now the village 
is quite Christian. The two Buddhist 
temples aro both in disrepair, the idols are 
falling to pisces, no ono to keep them in 
repair and no worshippers. Christian forces 
are taking the place i 
tions. Some of the members pointed with 
de to the decaying idols and prophes 
tae is short time their vilnge woud 
have no idols nor idol worshippers. 


Agricultural. 
the country between Kueiyangchou and 
Kiahwoahsien is hilly and rugged, but there 
i i part under cultivation 
which seems to be very fertile. ‘The wheat 
est, is early there were very 
many cutting wheat the first of May and 
then letting in the water to prepaie the 
fields for ric planting. Rice planting ud 
been hindered by lack of rain. ‘The crops 
are varied. ‘There are quantities of hemp, 
wheat, and rice, raised, with considerable 
buck-wheat, tobseco, tea, and poppy cul- 
ture. Sweet potutoes and peunuts are raised 
in abundance. 1t was tex gathering tue 
and there must have been hundreds of loads 
on the road; every few li would be 
two buyers with their steolyards waiting for 
the beareis to come along’ and they would 
stop all that hadn’t been sold, inspect it 
and tzy to buy. Most of the tea was seen 
between Kueiyangehou and Chenchou. 


A new Expe 
It was the writer's first trip into the coun- 
try and stopping at native inns for the 
night was a now experi At one place 
especially, about fifteen li from Kiahwoa, 
where we stopped just at dark, wo found « 
low. dirty hovel of @ place with a low place 
upstairs where guests were supposed te 
sleep, but being too low for a bed thoy 
must skep on the floor. There was really 
only room for the chair-bearers and the 
covlie, so we disturbed the old laopan in the 
midst of his evening opium amoke, to make 
us bed on his divan. In the corer near 
our head was slumbering pig; in the op- 
posite corner were soveral sitting hens and 
some ducks and one or two roosters. We 
were 20 tired (I say that because there wsre 
two soldiers with me), that even with a ery 
ing baby and the pig's grunts we went to 
sleep, but were wakened in the morning be- 
fore the first gleams of day by the roosters 
in the comer near us. As it was impossible 
to got to sleep again we were up and on our 
way by daylight. Our first. experience with 
native inns was not at all pleasant, for- 
tunately when one is tired he thinks Mitle 
of his surroundings, to rest his tired body 
is the chief consideration. 
The London ¥ 
has put their work in the city of Chenchou, 
and the two hsien cities of Hsingning and 
Yuinhsing, into the hands of tho American 
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Presbyterian Missionaries, because they 
have no foreigner in this disirict to look 
after the work.

About two months ago the telegraph 
line reached our humble city, but the 
arrival of the operators has been delayed 
till now. Last week however they arrived 
with Mr. Fang, an English-speaking 
official, who was inspecting the line. He 
told us that free messages would be sont 
as far as Siangtao on these the first two 
days of opening the line. However, we 
| did not avail ourselves of the opportunity, 
4 Whether the Chinese were encouraged to 

do so I do not know, but they were much 
interested in the event. He told us that 
he had heard that the line was completed 
as far as Yunchoufu. Its objective point 
is Kueilin, which is already in telegraphic 
communication with the south, 
The Martial Spirit. 

One of our military officials, Yii Ta-yén, 
a very capable man who has studiod in 
Japan, has been removed to Chenchou. 
Your correspondent there recently spoke 
of him in the highest terms. But the 
martial spirit has seized all our military, 
and at each of the encampments foroign 
drill is practised and oven tho ten 
soldiers, who aro quartered in a neighbour. 
ing temple for the protection of our small 
band of foreigners, are put through the 
manual of arms twice a day. 

A Police Force. 

We hope, moreover, that wo are 
about to be relieved of the escort of two 
or three from this band every time 
we go out on the street. For Hengchou 
has, in imitation of Changsha, inaugurated 
a police force. In neat, new uniforms 
and imported straw hats of a foreign 
style, with bull’s-eye lanterns for sorvice 
at night, they patrol our strects ‘and 
terrifyevil-doers. But the most encourag- 
ing sign is the fact that we have seon 
these men at work, sweeping the stroots 
and opening up the gutters. The Muni- 
cipal Police and Public Health Depart. 
ment are combined. There is a noti 
able improvement in spots on the public 
highways. With such changes in our 
province which not ten years ago was 
“closed,” what shall we not find ton 
years hence ? 

The 1 P.O 

One thing which we certainly hope we 
will not find is the present system of 
postal regulations. Is this Mr. Cham. 
berlain’s theory of a protective tariff as 
applied to postage? If so, he'll lose 
votes in this neighbourhood’ Recently 
we received a mail on which half-a-dollar 
was charged for postage duo—which 
should be considered an occasion for 
rejoicing in comparison to the mails that 
some of the foreigners receive. Alas! for 
the man who gets papers or periodicals 
from abroad in these days. Al the pieces 
of the above mail were stamped as usual, 

ut the Chinese Imperial Post Office was 
fifty cents richer after that day’s work 
than they would have been for carrying 
the same mail matter a few weeks ago. 
Just think what an income,—if each mail 
could only collect fifty cents a head from 
each foreigner in the interior in addition 
to the previous rates. China’s indemnity 
can soon be paid. And as for us who pay 
it—we ar® living in the East, and China

A Narrow Escape. 

Mr. C. Pape, of the I. M. Customs’ staif 
here, had a narrow escape while coming up 
the “Huangpu River on tho way from 
Shanghai to Kashing last Monday night. 
‘His own houseboat, the Kashing, built only 
about a year ago, comfortable and well 
equipped for travelling, was being towed by 
one of the now numerous steam-launches 
running up in this direction. When the 
sudden squall came up, which was quite 
severe even here, the boat carcened and 
shipped a good deal of water. Mr. Pape 
succeeded in righting her, however, and 
hoped that she was all right. What with 
another big wave and a crew already in a 
panic, she remained righted but a short 
time and soon “turned turtle,” A number 
of heavy boxes being suddenly thrown 
‘against the sides and top, smashed the house, 
and most of them went to the bottom. For- 
tunately Mr. Pape succeeded in getting on 
the bout in gront and so himself escaped 
unhurt. ‘The hull of tho boat was uninjured, 
but she was a wreck otherwise. ‘The loss of 
goods too was considerable. Most of us 
have more than once met with rough 
‘weather on this river, when we did not know 
what minute the old boats would go to 
Pieces. A line of housebouts is not an easy 
thing to manage in a big wind and the won- 
der is that more boats do not mest with ac- 
cidents, ‘The “Captains” on the launches 
are not noted for carefulness, often going to 
sleep and running o nose into the bank, 
especially on the narrow canals. In this 
instance the representatives of the Company 
here assure Mr. Pape that it must have been 
the lack of care on the part of their Captain 
and that, of course, the Company must set- 
tle tho damages, but that it must be done 
through the head office in Shanghai. How 
much of this is mere Chinese politeness re- 
mains to be seen. 

‘The Biennial B.A. Examinations. 

‘The town is full of young bloods who are 
here for the biennial B.A. examinations. 
If cach one has a stomach full of the Four 
Books and Five Classics, the Sage is well 
represented. So far as we have heard, the 
examinations seem to be pretty much along 
the old lines, I understand that, the only 
subject bearing on Western learning which 
was discussed was a comparison of Hiang 
Yu, one of those who helped to overthirow 
the ‘Ts'in dynasty, with Napoleon.

T hereby declare under command of His 
Imperial Japanese Majesty's Government 
that on the 26th day of the 5th month of thie 
37th year of Meiji the entire coast ‘of ‘that 
part of the Liaotung Peninsula, Provinoo of 
Shingking, China, which lies south of a 
straight line drawn between Pitsewo and 
Pulantien was placed in a state of blockade 
by a competent force of His Imperial 
Japanese Majesty's ships and is now and 
will continue to be in such’ stete of 
Vlockade; and that all measures authorised 
by the Law of Nations and the respective 
‘Treaties between the Empire of Japan and 
the different neutral Powers will be enforced 
on bebalf of His Imperial Japanese 
Majesty's Government against all vessels 
that may attempt to violate the blockade. 

Given on board H.IJ.M.’s ship Mikasa, 
this 26th day of the 5th month of the 37th 
year of Meiji.

Th erry Memorial. 

A crowded and successful meeting was held 
at the Tokio Higher Commercial School 
yesterday with the object of giving a public 
expression of gratitude from the Japanese 
nation to the brother-nation on the other 
side of the Pacific, for its spontaneous and 
extraordinary sympathy in the present em- 
broglio. ‘The gathering was called at the 
instance of a committee of prominent educa- 
tors in Tokio. Dt. Hatoyama was in the 
chair and Marquis Ito and Count Okuma 
delivered oloquent speeches amid loud 
cheers. ‘The following resolutions proposed 
by President Yamakawa of the Imperial 
‘Tokio University were adopted unani- 
mously :— 

“We, Educators and Students, represent- 
ing tho higher institutions of learning in 
‘Tokio, assembled on the 28th day of May, 
1904, ‘adopt the following resolutions : 

1.—That we express our appreciation of 
the part taken by the United States Govern- 
ment in the peaceable opening of Japan to 
a new life and new civilisation, Legianing 
with the first treaty of friendship negotiated 
through Commodore Perry, 

2.—"'That we gratefully recognise the 
friendship of the people of the United 
States for the people of Japan as mani- 
fested continuously during tho past fifty 
years, and for the many services rendered 
by them to our country,—especially in the 
cause of education by the disinterested labour 
of American educators in the development 
of our institutions of learning; and in the 
cause of humanity by the sympathy and 
assistance given to the families of our soldiers 
and sailors. 

3.—"That wo confirm the statement that 
Japan has not entered the prosent struggle 
for aggrandisement or conquest, but has heen 
forced into it for the security of the Empire, 
for the pormanent peace of the East, and 
for the progress of that beneficent and en- 
lightened civilisation which Japan herself 
‘has imbibed from the nations of the West 
and which she bas made her own. 

4.—"That-in this struggle, standing as 

do for principles which we believe are 
identical with those cherished by all en- 
lightened nations, we look to the people of 
the United States for that sympathy which 
‘wo believe our cause deserves: and especially 
do we tum to the colleges and universities 
of America, which havo given to so many 
of us so cordial a weleome, and to whose 
teachers, alumni, and students many of us 
azo hound by ties of gratitude and friend. 
ship.” 
Lighthouses for Corea. 

In accordance with the advice of the 
Japanese authorities, the Corean Govern 
ment is srid to have decided to increase the 
Tighthouses on its coasts. On the long 
littoral of the Peninsula there are now only 
six lighthouses, namely four at Chemulpo 
and two at Fusan. In view of the fact 
that Japan has no fewer than 140 light- 
houses, Corea should possess at least 70. 
Mr. McLeavy Brown, Inspector-General of 
Corean Customs, has approved the light 
house programme now proposed and has 
made arrangements for establishing lights 
at Port Hamilton and Mai-kee island, and 
also at Taihwa island on the Yalu. When 
these are finished thirty more will be 
erected in tun. Owing to the prevalence of 


























dense fogs in Spring and Summer, the light- 
‘houses will be equipped with fog-horns. 
Steam sirens are considered too expensive 
at present. Dr. Ishibashi, a Japanese |

work. : 
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New Gallery, Summer Exhibition. 
‘The New Gallery has taken time well by 
the forelock this year, as their Annual 
Summer Exhibition was opened to the 
public last Monday, exactly a fortnight 
ahead of the rival exhibition at Burlington 
House, which is due on 2nd May. ‘The 
private view at the Regent Street Galleries 
which was beld last Saturday was far more 
crowded than usual; in fact, botween three 
and four o'clock it was almost impossible to 
get near any of the most important pictures, 
so great was the crush. The greatest in- 
terest centred in the five works contributed 
by the veteran Mr. G. F. Watts, R.A., who, 
although in his 87th year, still paints with 
a freshness and vigour which ate perfectly 
marvellous, His most, important. canvas is 
quaintly named “A Fugue.” It is just « 
column of babies—somo playing with 
flowers, others blowing bubbles, but all 
soaring upwards. It is purely decorative in 
style, suggestive of a panel in a large ‘hall 
—the colouring is brilliant, yellows which 
run into pink. If Mr. Watts were a young 
man one would say be had gone to the 
French school for inspiration—in anv case 
the style is that which is loved by French- 
men and Italians. “Progress” is another 
powerful conception. Four students, of 
‘widely different ages, are surmounted by an 
armed figure supposed to be riding through 
the air. ‘The helmet is raised, showing a 
Kind face, but the right hand holds a bow, 
from which he bas just loosened a shaft: the 
idea being that progress may be beneficent 
or otherwise according to the use we make 
of it, One man is slumbering, another is 
gazing upwards, a third appears to be ex- 
amining treasures which he has evidently 
acquired. whilst the fourth (an old man) is 
engrossed in a book and apparently sees 
nothing. “Whence. Whither,” tells its 
own tals. A small child with its life all before 
it is coming out of the son. On its face is 
a dazed wonder. What will life hold for it? 
‘Tho two remaining works are “ Endymion” 
and “Prometheus,” both of which show 
power which many younger men may well 
envy. Of portrait painters I suppose Mr. 
John S. Sargent is still considered the 
chief. The New Gallery has been honoured 
by two of his efforts—Henry W. Lucy, 
Esq., so well known as “Toby” in 
“Punch,” and Mrs, Hugh Smith. I pre- 
ferred the former. Sir George Reid has 
been eminently successful in his likeness of 
Lord Rayleigh, and scarcely less so in his 
portrait of Mr. Holman Hunt, the artist. 
The Hon. John Collier is at his best in his 
Portrait of Mrs. Anthony Hope Hawkins, 
wife of the celebrated novelist and sister of 
that very clever actress Miss Suzanne Shel- 
don, whose sudden death a few months ago 
we all so sinosrely deplored. Had Mr. | 
Collier not wished to divulgs the identity | 
of his sitter he might fittingly have called | 
his work “A Symphony in Yellow,” as 
Mrs. Hawkins, who is seated in a’ cane 
chair, is dressed in a gown of yellow silk 
muslin. over silk, the dress being adorned 
with ribbons of a golden tint. ‘These har- 
monise perfectly with her bevutiful auburn 
hair and the brown parquet floor just com- 
Pletes the scheme of colour. Mr. Colfier’s 
second canvas, “A Land of Dreams,” is 
hardly so successful. ‘Two girls are seated 
on the edge of a like, but both appear fo 








be somewhat bored, and the colouring lacks 
dignity. Mr. J. #. Blanche’s porwait of 
Mrs. Cosmo Gordon-Lennox (Miss Marie 
Tempest) gives one the idea that it was 
Painted on board ship’ after the lady bad 
become very sun-bunt. It is not by any 
means a flattering likeness of this popular 
lady, who by the way seems to be winning 
golden opinions in the States. Mr. J. J. 
Shannon is at his best in “Joun Rataliffo,” 
# preatty child fondling a doll. I fancy 
this artist’s more important work will be 
seu in Piccadilly. Of the “subject” pictures 
quite the most charming to my mind is 
Lady Alna Tadema’s “Sweet Industey ;” 
it is quite small and might easily be passed 
by, but it is charming—a Dutch interior with 
a gitl seated at her embroidery frame—oo 
perfectly simple and yot so full of tender 
thought. ‘The gil is gowned in some soft. 
material of palest pink, then there are pots 
of pale pink roses near an open window, 
and a dainty freshness over evenything 
which veems to speak of the young gitl’s 
spotless life. It is essentially a woman's 
picture and one almost feels that through it, 
one can read the character of the painter. 
“Poppies,” by Mrs. Normand (Henrietta 
Ree), is another clever picture by a woman. 
It just shows. the head and shoulders of a 
beautiful girl; in her hair she wears some 
mauve poppies and to form a background, 
she is holding up a shawl of the same tint; 
the dark eyes are exquisitely painted. 
“Thoughts,” by Herbert Schmalz, is another 
study of a girl’s head and shoulders, A 
very good effect is obtained by an entire 
absence of background, the canvas being 
simply viled or being slightly coated with 
paint of its own tint. ‘The girl is in half 
profile and tho modelling of her sight arm 
and shoulder is wonderful. Mr. Schmulz’s 
second contribution, “Sweet lavender,” a 
girl with a basket of the flowers for sale— 
i equally well painted, though perhaps less 
forcible. “Amine,” a girl in a white gown 
holding a shawl of crimson crape over her 
head, and “Nicolete,” a girl in w green 
dress with lovely auburn hair with peurls 
eubwined in it, by Mr, William Wontner, 
are both very pretty, but perhaps somewhat 
conventional in treatment. Folding ‘Times,” 
by Mr. Edward Stott I heard very favour- 
ably criticised by a gentleman who seemed 
to wear the air of a judge. It shows an 
old shepherd, who has brought his sheep 
home for the night, counting them as they 
enter the shed; it is late and the light is 
going fast and the old man and sheep are 
alike weary; one instinctively hopes none 
may be missing for the poor old man's sake. 
“Sunny Hours,” by Mr. T. Austen Brown, 
is another picture of country life dealing, 
however, with another aspect of it. A num 
ber of children playing and shouting in the 
hottest part of a midsummer’s day, the 
canvas seems alniost alive with heat, one 
feels its glow and longs for a little of its 
warmth. ‘There are fow historical pictures ; 
Mr. Byam Shaw's “Last Days at Ludlow, 
1483” being quite the most important. It 
shows that unfortunate young King Edward 
V at the age of twelve shut up in a room 
in the castle with his younger brother 
Richard, Duke of York. “Both boys are 
gazing through the iron-barred window at 
the flower-covered fields seen in the dis- 
tance over which, for Stato reasons, they 
are not permitted by their guardians to 
roam; the sadness of the two young faces is 
most pathetic; one feels how gladly they 
Would have changed places with the village 
children near by. Landsca 
strong poin is year there 
are fow striking ones. Mr, Alfred East has 
two charming canvases. “The Sunny 
Valley of the Somme” and “ Villa Borgdse— 
Rome.” I preferred the latter. Tt shows 
the old Iaban villa in the warmth of 2 
autumn afternoon, a harmonious mixing of 
Pinks and yellows contrasting perfectly with 
a deep blue Itai sky. Turneresque, but 
net after Turner; Mr. is tou origtiial 
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in his treatment for that. “ Peacefal Sum- 
mer” by Mr. Leslie Thomson shows June 
as it should be. Dark yousg fir-irees in the 
foregtound which serve only to bring out 
the tender green of the grass and reeds 
which border the luke beyond. Mr. Pep- 
percorn’s “Near Falmouth” is widely dit- 
ferent. Not a ray of sunshine is to be seen; 
all is cold and bleak and dreary; one in- 
stinctively thinks -of a warm fire and hot 
buttered ‘toast, but although Mr. Pepper- 
corn’s work is usually in a minor key, it 
always appeals to me; he evidently studies 
the grey days of life. Mr. Walter Crane's 
thirteen waler-colour sketches of Sicily are 
so delightful as to make one long to go 
there—Palermo, Taormina, Syracuse, each 
in several aspects, but all equally alluring 
on puper. The flowers there must be lovely, 
though probably in reality one would find 
them covered with dust. I remember so 
well my disappointment at Colombo in that 
respect. The Central Hall is, as usual de- 
voted to statuary, miniatures, and jewel- 
lexy, and although the space is limited the 
work shown is of exceptional merit. In the 
centre of the hall is “ A Naiad,” a design for 
a fountain in lead, mounted on a marble 
base, by Mr. Felix Joubert. It shows to 
great advantage in the centre of a basin of 
‘water where gold fish disport, banked all 
round by blooming rhododendrons. Mr. 
Albert Tots statues of Miss Ellaline Terriss

Nellie Farren. 

Almost everything that could be written 
about poor Nellie Farren was written 
some five or six years ago, when she made 
her last public appearance on the occa- 
sion of her great benefit at Drury Lane 
Theatre—a benefit which produced the 
enormous sum of £6,000, doubtless the 
largest amount ever realised at a theatri- 
cal benefit. Since then she had remain- 
‘ed permanently disabled by the seizure of 
rheumatic gout which occurred during her 
Australian tour. Her death has, it is true, 
opened the floodgates of reminiscence and 
anecdotes; but few of the stories now 
told are new. Her warmest admirers 
could not pretend that she was the 
greatest English actress that ever lived ; 
but there is very little doubt that she 
was the most popular. She succeeded to 
‘an extent that no other actress has ever 
done in establishing a camaraderie be- 
tween herself and her audiences, and in- 
spiring the habitués of the Gaiety with a 

enuine affection as well as admiration. 

{Eate Vaughan died not long since, and 
Nelly Farren is tho second of the 
famous quartette to pass away. Edward 
Royce, tho third, is still on the 
boards, but a break-Jown in health long 
ago. prevented him from holding the 
josition on the stage which he won for 
Fimsolf in tho old days. Edward Torry 
is the only one of the four to whom no 
misfortunes have occurred ; and though 
the philosopher bids us “call no*man 
happy till ho is dead,” we may at least 
say that ho has every prospect of an 
honoured and prosperous period before 
him. By a singular coincidence he made 
his reappearance after some years’ 
absence from the stage at his own theatre 
on the very day of his old colleague's 
death, winning once more the warmest 
plaudits in 8 now adaptation from the 
French by Mr. L. N. Parker.

In Memoriam. ; ; 
‘As may be remembered, upon his death in 
1901 a number of memorial temples to the 
late Li Hung-chang were ordered to be 
built in whatever provinces his duties had 
taken him to during his lifetime in the ser- 
vieo of the State His efforts ia this province 
(Kdangsu) in suppressing ping rebel- 
lion (assisted by the late General Gordon) 
entitled the late Marquis to temples here, 
and 0, amongst others, a small one was 
constructed two years ago at the celebrated 
Huich‘uanshan springs, near the city of 
Wusieh. ‘Theso temples were intended by 
the Throne, of sourse, to commemorate thie 
loyalty of the late Marquis Li Hung-chang 
to bis Manchu sovereign, but his actions in 
relation to Manchuria amongst other un- 
popular measures obtained for Li the name, 
rightly or wrongly, of having oold 
countsy. ‘This opinion is apparently held 
by the people of this portion of Kiangsu 
province, with tho result that when - the 
‘Wasich temple was built, instead of being 
called by the population of that district 
“Wenchung Sze,” or temple of Elegant 
Loyalty, ils proper the common 
people have got into the habit of designat- 
ing the building “ Maikuo Sze,” or temple 
of the one who sold his country.

‘outposts. 


Ready to dive for 
Mines. 

The “Sinwénpao” learns from the 
north that a large number of Chinese 
fishermen, who are also great divers, 
hearing that Talienwan Bay is covered 
with submarine mines laid by the Rus- 
sians, petitioned their own headmen the 
other day for permission to offer them- 
selves to the Japancse at Dalny for the 
work of clearing the bay and port of 
Dalny of these mines. It heing, however, 
feared by the headmen that this might 
be taken by the Russians as a breach of 
Chineso neutrality, the permission asked 
for was refused the fishermen. It is 
estimated by the Chinese at Talienwan 
that there are over one thousand Russian 
submarine mines in the bay and port of 
Dalny.

At 0.55 p.m. on Friday a serious tite broke

broken out in No. 807, were shooting nght 
across the road, and ‘bad already sot the 
buildings opposite alight. ‘The heat in the 
road was simply terrible, and although 
Several efforts were made to’ play from the 
street under the shelter of shutters and 
other improvised screens they had to’ be 
given up, and the various Companies betook 
themselves to the adjoining roofs. Even on 
the roofs it was dificult to face the heat and 
the blinding, suffocating smoke. By 2 p.m. 
the fire had nearly burnt itself out and it 
was prevented from spreading by the tor 
rents of water poured on from all sdes. 


brigade respond- 





Few members of the brigade remember. 
hotter fire. Resides all the fire Companies 
Messrs. Ward, Probst's Chinese Corps wi 
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present, and rendered effective service. Two 
firemen, belonging to the Torrents and 
Hongkews respectively, were badly burat 
about the face. Just before the Coolie 
Corps was pub on a portion of a wall of 
oue of the burnt houses gave way without 
any warning, and a member of the Mil-ho- 
loougs who was close by had a very narrow 
escape. A number of bricks landed on his 
head, bashing in his helmet and knocking 
him down, ‘He suffered no injury, however, 
beyond severo bruises on the shoulder and 
thigh. 
‘The fire was caused by two men quarreling 
in the upper floor of No. 807. In the 
struggle they knocked over a kerosene cook- 
ing stove, and in a few seconds the place 
was well alight. Nos. 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 
17, 18 and 804-810 Fokien Road (14 houses) 
Were burnt out. No. 803 was damaged. 
‘Tho damage is nearly, if not fully, covered 
by insurance, but the amounts are not avail- 
able, as the majority of the shopkeepers 
have fled. 
Another disastrous tire broke out in 
Canton Road at 3.20 am, on Saturday. 
‘The outbroak started in an upper room 
of No. 170, Canton Road, a Chinese 
brothel, aud it spread with amazing 
rapidity right through the-block in which 
this building was situated. ‘The Mih-ho- 
loongs, who arrived first, took their stream 
up a narrow alley alongside the burning 
building. The other Companies took 
up advantageous positions all round the 
block. ‘The work was very dangerous, 
not only on account of the heat, but 
Decanse portions of the walls of the 
burning buildings were continually 
collapsing and falling into the alleys 
beneath. Only by very great efforts were 
the flanes presented from spreading 
beyond tho blocks on all sides. The 
Deluge Company used their engine, and 
got on two very powerful streams from 
it. It was an hour before the fire 
showed any signs of abating and it was 
not until after five that the Companies 
began to leave. The buildings in this 
neighbourhood are of most ram- 
shackle kind. ‘The walls burnt were built 
of tiles filled in with mud and the result 
was that directly they got heated they 
collapsed. Several lengths of hose were 
Duvied in this way aud it was fortunate 
that uo firemen suffered the samte fate. 
‘The fire started at 170, Canton Road, 
and spread to Nos. 171, 180, 181, 182, 
183, Canton Road, and’ 337) and 338, 
Shantung Road, all of which were razed 
to the ground. Nos, 168-1, Canton Road, 
were more or less damaged by fire aud 
water. Nos. 337-8, Shantung Road, were 
insured with the Phoenix Co. for Tls. 
2,000, Nos. 169 and 171, Canton Road, 
wore insured with Holliday, Wise & Co. 
for ‘Tis. 800. No. 180, Canton Road, was 
insured for Tls. 2,000 with the Salaman- 
der, No. 181 was insured for Tis. 1,300 
and 182 and 183 were also covered.

Inaugural Service. 

A short inaugural service was held in 
the newly-crected church of St. Andrew, 
Broadway, on Saturday evening at half- 
past six. ‘The church, which will accom- 
modate about 150 persons, was about 
two-thirds full. ‘The building is of the 
waggon roof style with carved fretwork 
ventilators. The fittings of the church 
were all given by friends. There is an 
organ room which at present, however, i 
empty, as the organ has not yet arrived. 
‘Tho small instrument, which was used on 
this occasion, was played by Mr. R. T. 
Nelson, ‘The lighting and ventilation of 
the church leave nothing to be desired.

When matters began to look serious in tho 
Far East towards the autumn of list year, 
the Russian Army being very short of light 
mountain artillery, seven batteries of new 
short and light artillery field guns were 
purchased from France, in order to be sent 
to the front. General Altbater, Act- 
ing Commander-in-Chief of the 
Division, was convinced that 
fapan was out of the question, and sent 
the whole of the seren batteries to the 
Polish frontier. On Saturday last an urgent 
telegram was received from General 
Kuropatkin, asking where the new light

An account by one of the Japanese officers 
who was wounded in the sinall engagement 
‘st Shusanlitai, on the 15th May, during the 
march of the second Jupancse army towards 
Kinchou, appears in the “Japan Mail.” ‘The 
fighting itself was a series of struggles for 
small bill positions, from which the Russians 
retreated one after another. They had, 
however, made such complete calculations of 
the ranges that they wore able to inflict 140 
casualties on the advancing foe. Prisoners 
stated that it had been observed that the 
Topancse officers gave their orders standing, 
and the riflemen were directed to. aim 
specially at them; they were so successful 
that nine officers were wounded. A curious 
incident is mentioned. A compiny of the 
Japanese had left their knapsucks on the 
top of a hill and had pushed on in light 
marching order. The Russian artillery dis- 
charged § shells at these knapsacks, and 
had got the range pretty cleverly before 
they discovered their mistake, the Japanese 
plaring the part of amused’ spectators. 
The same paper says: “The good seed 
town by the Japanese in their Manchurian 
campaign of 1894-5 is bearing fruit now. 
Wherever the troops of the First and Second 
Armies make their appearance they are 
heartily welcomed by the people, who hasten 
to perform all kinds of services for them, 
even to the drawing of water for the horses 
of the cavalry and artillexy. Japanese 
officers report that they find everything 
much easier than it was in Corea, where 
the inhabitants were too timid or too ill- 
disposed to offer aid or refrain from molesta- 
tion. Daring the China-Japan War we were 
all familiar with the excellent. reputation 
won by the Japanese in Manchuria, and with 
the fact that when the time for evacuition 
was approaching, petitions against that 
measure were addressed to the military and 
civil officials of Japan. During the past 
four years, on the contrary, the country 
has been over-run by Russian troops, and 
what that means need not be explained.” 
It is pleasant to read on the other side 
that the 26 officers and 184 men, who were 
captured by the Russians at the sinking of 
the Kinshin Maru, are being most kindls 
treated by their captors. On the 28th April 
they were sent from Viadivostock to Irkutsk 
The military authorities warned the inhab- 
itants to avoid any demonstration, but the 
warning seems to have been superfluous as 
there was no appearance whatever of a dis- 
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position to be offensive. ‘The prisoners were 
well supplied with food and tobacco by the 
Russians. Such generous courtesies soften 
the horrors of war. 

‘The story that there was £2,400,000 in 
gold on board the Petroparlosk when she 
sunk is now definitely denied. The naval 
authorities at St. Petersburg assert that no 
Russian ship carries more than £2,000. 

Captain Haruki, who was wounded at the 
Yalu, stated to an interviewer of the 
“Asahi,” that the Russian guns were effec- 
tive at a range of 8,500 metres. It was 
found that the sight range on the Russian 
guns captured was marked at 15,000 metres. 
‘The officer added that the affection between 
the Japanese officers and men was prover- 
dial, saying that he owed his life to a 
private who, though badly wounded himself 
and very weak as the result of the injuries 
ho had received, managed to subdue the 
hpmorhage from his (the officer's) wound 
and eave his life, 

An interesting incident in connection with 
the various stories related about the suecoss- 
ful, or unsuccessful attempts to block Port 
Arthur Harbour, as the case may be, is 
related, says the “ Chefoo Daily Nows,” vy 
an officer of one of the merchant vessels 
which has been lying in Dalny since the 
outbreak of the war. Those who have fol- 
lowed closely the reports coming from Tokio 
will remember that an official telegram re- 
esived some days sinco mentioned the fact 
that a Russian gunboat: had fired on the left 
wing of the Japanese troops in the vicinity 
of Tuilionwan. ‘Tho officer in question, who 
has recently arrived from Dalny and who 
vouches for the truth of his story, states 
that about the 26th May the Amur left 
Port Arthur to lay mines outside. ‘The 
Japanese squadron was known to bs close 
by, aud in order to divert the attention of 
the enemy from the work of the Amur, the 
Russian gunboat Bobre with an escort of 
two torpedo boats loft the harbour at the 
samo time, and succeeded in drawing the 
enemy's attention and fire. Being closely 
pressed, the Bobre with her little escort 
was compelled to make a run for Dalny, the 
nearest shelter, which she reached in safety, 
fortunately passing over the mines laid about 
that port. ‘The Amur, her work completed, 
Tetired without molestation. If the official 
reports are correct, the Bobre, even when 
hard pressed, took a passing shot at the 
troops near Talienwan, passing through the 
death-traps about Dalny and reaching the 
harbour without harm.

With the men under him, the war- 
rant officer succeeded in lowering two of 
the small craft, but on failing to launch the 
remainder he proceeded to make enquiries, 
when the second explosion carried him away. 
During the disaster the crew of the Tatsuta 
greatly distinguished themselves. She was 
the vessel that, by her speedy and adroit 
manqurres, drove back into the harbour of 
Port Arthur sixteen Russian destroyers, 
which had issued therefrom apparently with 
the object of attacking our vessele.””

£20,000,000 IN 
CONTRACTS. 


A £4,000,000 Contracr securep By 
S. Pearson & Son, Lp. 


“We cannot comment to-day on the 
contracts for the tunnels, all we can do 
is to gasp with genuine surprise.” 

In these words the “New York Herald” 
described the feeling of many people, 
when the announcement was made of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad’s decision as to the 
contracts for the construction of the 
railways which will give them an entrance 
and exit from New York City. 

Altogether they have decided to spend 
some £20,000,000 storling, of which sum 
Messrs S. Pearson & Son, Limited, -have 
seoured contracts amounting to ‘about 
£4,000,000, 

Interviewed on his return from New 
York, Sir Weotman Pearson gave the 
following details regarding the under- 
taking. He sai 

“Our tender has bon accepted for the 
construction of four tunnels for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, which 
are to pass under the East River and 
connect Long Island.with New York. We 
do not take all the work ; altogether I 
believe the Railroad Company propose to 
spond £20,000,000.” 

Asked whether this was the first work 
he had done in the States, he said: + , 

“We secured the contract for thé 
Jorsoy City tunnel fifteon years ago, but we 
had to stop before complation of the job 
owing to the company lacking the 
necessary funds. ‘This tunnel was com. 
pleted just a fortnight ago.” 

“Was yours the lowest tender?” 
“No, ours was not the lowest tender, but 
wo were given the contracts because we 
havo a special knowledge of this class of 
work. We use for our tunnelling the 
Greathoad shield, and the Americans have 
had comparatively little experience in 
this direction, Our first experience ‘with 
tho shield by the way, was in America, in 
connection with our Jersey City under- 
taking. Of course we have used’ it a 
great deal since, notably in connection 
with the piercing of the Blackwall 
‘Tunnel, 

“As to labour, wo shall of course 
havo in our employ a large number o- 
mon, and I think our terms are not unt 
favourable even for America. Above 
ground there will be a large amount of 
unskilled labour, and these men will 
receive about two dollars (gold) per di 
In tho tumnels, however, the rate of pay 
will be from three dollars (gold) to 
three dollars fifty, or about 14s. 6d. per 
day.” 

Mossrs. Pearson's foreign work is 
not confined to the United States, for 
they have extensive contracts in Mexico 
with the Mexican Government, in Malta 
with tho Bnitish Admiralty, and in China 
they are building the Peking Syndicate’s 
railways, 100 miles of which they are 
just completing in Honan.

THE SINKING OF THE 
CRUISER YOSHINO, 


Ninety-seven officors and men’ of the 
cruiser Yoshino, includis Lieutenant 
Naito, Second-Lieutenant “Keuroiwa, and 
Sub-Lieutenants Ozawa and Minakawa, 
arrived at Kure on Friday by the,stoamen 
Himeji Maru, when Lieutenant Naito 
gave an account of the sinking of the: 
cruiser in collision with the cruiser 
Kasuga. Lieutenant Naito said tho 
Yoshino left the rendezvous at 6 p.m, on 
the 12th of together with the 
Kasuga, Chitose, and two othor vessols, 
for blockade service at Port Arthur, On 
the return after finishing this duty the 
whole of the crow oxcopt the watch went 
below, Lieutonant Naito, hows 
among those on watch. ‘At 1.40 
the 15th, when the course was altered off 
the Shantung Promontory,’a fearful sound 
and shock alarmed all.on board. It was 
thought the cruiser must havo struck a

COUNT KATSURA ON 
THE YELLOW PERIL. 


_— 


Tho most interesting of the contents of 
the last Japan papers to hand is a long 
record of an interview with Count 
Katsura (Premier), more particularly on 
the subject of tho Yellow Poril. Mr. 
William Imbrie, who socured tho intor- 
view, also obtained an assurance from 
Count Katsura that his views had boon 
correctly understood and reproduced. 
We condonso the statement from the 
“Japan Daily Mail.” 

‘After a reference to tho 50-year- 
long friendship of Amorica for Japan, 
the Premier expressed some concern on 
account of the half-concealed endeavours 
‘on tho part of Russia to projudice the 
mind of the people of Amorica against 
Japan. Ho procooded : 

‘The object of the prosont war, on the 
part, of Japan, is the security ‘of the 
empire and the permanent peace of the 
East, That such a war is necessary is 
plain, Noone can look at the map and 
recall the course of Russia without seoing 
that that courso is an imminent poril to 
Japan; and that the peril must:be met 
without delay. No less cloar is it that 
Russia is, and if allowed to be will con- 
tinue to be, the groat disturber of the 
peace of the East ; and that there can be 
manent peace until she is put in 
which she cannot break. Regard- 
ing this also there can be no delay. 
‘Therefore I say that the object of the 
war is the accurity of the empire and the 
permanent peace of the East. To this I 
may add that tho situation is not a new 
one, The position of Japan is closely 
anlogous to that of anciont Groece in 
her contest with Persia ; a contest for the 
security of Grooce and the permanent 
peace of Europe. Japan is Greoce and 
Russia is Persia. 

“But while [ say that the object of 
tho war is the security of the empire and 
the permanent peace of the East, I say 
also and with equal emphasis, that the 
war is not a war for the supremacy of race 
over race or of religion over religion. With 
differences of raco or roligion it has 
nothing to do ; and it is carried on in the 
interests of justice, humanity, and the 
commerce and civilisation of the world. 

ying this I am not speaking ss an 
vidual only ; I am speaking as Prime 
tor also; and more than that I am 
oxpre:sing the mind of His Majesty the 
Emperor. No doubt it may be said that 
such statements are to be regarded as 
diplomatic; and that diplomatic state-

“ments* have: the reputation of being i 
scrutable. That that is true of the state- 
-ments of some I do not deny; but it ix 
jaiot true of the statoments of all. It is 
not true of those of the Secretary. of 
State of the United States ; and there is 
no evidence that it is true of those of the 
Prime Minister of Japan.” 

Illustrating probabilities from the 
actualities of the past and present, the 
Premier referred to the extraordinary 
pains taken to conduct the war in accord- 
ance with the principles of humanity 
and the usages of international lew. 
“Among the points emphasised by the 
Government are these: That the war is 
one between the State of Japan and the 
State of Russia; that it is not waged 
against individuals ; that individuals of 
all nationalities, peacefully attending to 
their business, sro to sufferno molestation 
or annoyance whatever ;and the questions 
of religion do not enter into the war at 
all. There have been a few isolated cases 
in which persons have been treated with 
rudeness ; but no serious harm has boon 
done, and in some instances the aggrieved 
parties had not been quite so discreot as 
they might have been. So far es the 
conduct of the people generally is con- 
cerned, in this particular at least it will 
take rank with that of the people of any 
country in the world under similar cir- 
cumstances. I do not wish to boast, but 
my own bolief is that it would take the 
first prize. 

‘Tho imputation is made that if Japan 
is successful in the present conflict, the 
day will come when to serve her own 
ends, she will not be above utilising the 
anti-foreign spirit that is now lurk 
among the masses of China. The spirit 
that held the Legations in Peking in peril 
that massacred hundreds of help- 
igners and Chineso Christians ; 
‘and that brought deop anxiety and sorrow 
to the whole world. I will not go into 
the history of the Boxer movement and 
the steps taken to suppress it ; though if 
I did I could show that, for reasons that 
are now somewhat more evident than 
they then were, no other nation occupied 
40 dificult « position as Japan. But no 
candid man can say that in all that trying 
time Japan was derelict in the perform- 
‘ance of her duties ; and no one has 
to insinuate that in the future she will bo 
ess broad-minded, less honourable, less 
humane, or less the friend of the civilisa- 
tion of the West, than she was when her 
atmy went to the reliof of the foreigners 






































bosioged in Peking. Many think that in 
some respects it would be an advantage 
to Japan in the prosent war to have 
China for an ally. But those who aro 
Tightly informed know that from the very 
outset of the war and ever since, Japan 





of operations and to proserve the neutra- 
lity of Ohina. And ono great roason for 
this has beon precisely to avoid the dan- 
gor, with all its terrible possibilitios, of 
fanning into a flame the anti-foreign spirit 
in China, When therofore Japan says 
the permanent peace of the East, she 
does not mean the East in arms against. 
the rightful interests of the West or the 
civilisation of the world.” 

Count Katsura dealt with the argument 
that Russia stands for Christianity and 
Jspan for Buddhism. He put it rather 
that Japan stood for religious freedom, 
and the same could hardly be said of 
Russia. He pointed out that there 
were Christian Churches in every large 
city and almost every town in 
Japan, that propaganda went on 
as freely as in the United States and 
without attracting much, if any, more 
attention; that Christian schools of a 










































‘cortain grade were able to obtain alll the 
privileges of Government schools of the 

;, and that missionary asso- 
ions_were allowed to own lend, 
buildings, and other property, as cor- 
porate bodies. Chri were. to be 
found among all sections of the Japanese 
community and six Amorican and British 
missionaries, be ‘Japanese Chris- 
tian Ministers, wore to accompany the 
‘Army in Manchuria, as spiritual advisers 
to the Christian soldiers. 

In similar way the fiction was disposed 
of that there is a certain spirit of tho 
East as opposed to a spirit of the West, 
that Japan can only accept certain 
products of the West, such as railroads, 
telegraphs, battleships, and quick-firin, 
guns, while at heart she remains 
Oriental; and that the adoption of 
these very things tends to make Japan 
a dangerous neighbour for the future. 
‘The Count says 

“Japan is an old country with a 
history which it. will always road with a 
proper pride; for the civilisation of 
what we now call Old Japan was one of 
a high order, and comprised oloments 
which New Japan has no desire to 
change. For reasons, which, howover, 
need not now give, during a long course 
of years Japan thought it wiso to live an 
isolated life. ‘Then camo a period to her 
history, little understood by most foreign- 
ors, when great internal forces were actively 
‘at work bearing Japan on to a new ora, It 
was during that period that Commodore 
Perry camo to Japan; and no doubt his 
coming, and the manner of it, did much 
to give the movement of which I speak 
direction ; but it was not his coming 
that caused the movement. Then camo 
the Restoration ; and with the Restora- 
tion of the Emperor, the new era, the 
Era of Moiji (Enlightonmont) ; and with 
the Era of Moiji, the Greut Imperial 
Pledge that Japan should “sock for 
knowledge throughout tha whole world.” 
Since thon Japan has diligently sought 
Knowledge ; and the knowledge that sho 
has gained she has made her own. Tho 
old tree still stands ; but the new branches 
have been grafted into tho treo, and now 
belong to the troo just as truly as the old 
branches which romain. Nor is it true 
that Japan in her search for knowledge 
has found nothing but the railroad, the 
telograph, and tho battleship. What 
then are some of the elements of the 
civilisation which Japan now holds, and 
in common with the West ?” 

Proceeding to answer his own question, 
the Premier shows that Japan has accopt- 
ed the education of the West with all her 
heart. Students in Japan aro taught 
precisely the same subjects (with the 
m that little attention is paid to 
1d Latin) as students in Europe 
and America. Japan has searched the 
whole world to got the best systom of 
education possible. Again since tho 
boginning of the new era, Japan has on- 
tirely remodelled her laws, criminal and 
civil, after a most painstakiug study of 
the laws of Europe and America ; she has 
no reason to be ashamed of her laws or 
the administration of them even when 
judged by the standards of the West, 

“Japan also accopts ‘her place among 
the nations of the West as bound by the 
principles of international law both in 
peace and in war; though sho regards a 
judge, sitting in the highost Court of Ar- 
ditration in the world, as excoeding hi 
duties, when he introduces into his judg- 
ment tnealled-for criticism of a nation in 
no way connected with the caso under 
consideration. 

“But to mention only one thing more. 
Perhaps there is nothiug more peculiarly 
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characteristic of the civilisation of the 
‘Wost than government under a Constita- 
tion ; though there are netions which be- 
long geographically to the West in which 
a Constitution is not rogarded as advisa- 
ble, Japan has a Constitution which 

.. Provides for an Upper. and a Lower 
House, through . which the will 
of the people finds expression. In 
one particular also the Constitution of 
Japan has in the. eyes of Japan a 
peculiar glory. It was not, as has been 
the cage in many countries, the fruit of a 
long struggle between the nation and the 
‘Throne, "It was the gift of the Emperor; 
frocly given, gratefully received ; a sacred 
treasure which both alike will guard with 
care.” 


‘The whole situation is summed up in 
sentence: “Whether or not it is the 
destiny of Japan to be the leader of the, 
East remains to unfolded. But if 
ever that responsibility ,shall be hers, of 
‘one thing the world may be sure. .. She 
will not willingly retrace her own steps; 
and sho will at loast. endeayour to. 

* persuade the East to do what 
one herself, and what she is trying to do

PLEA FOR RUSSIA.

Count Cassini came to the United 
States with the reputation of being a

that, during his residence in this country, 
the Russian Minister has vindicated his 
reputation. In the talent for saying the 
right thing at the right time, he has boon 
woefully deficient. In fact there has

has shown an intelligent appreciation of 
the character either of the Government 
or the people with whom he had to deal. 

It is somewhat of an open secret that 
his shifty ovasiveness has tried very 
hard the pationce of the Department of 
State, and he has neither been courteous 
nor reticent in airing his unfavourable 
opinion of the character and policy of 
the present head of that department. [f 
to be a great diplomatist is to be a master 
of prevarication, sophistry, and deliberate 
deceit, Count Cassini fully deserves the 
title. "But as these are qualities which 
howerer, successful they may be in the 
field of Asiatic negotiation, have no place 
in a country whose diplomacy is more 
distinguished for bluntness than finesse, 
that can afford to be truthful, and that 
disdains equally tho suggestion of false- 
hood or the suppression of fact, it is per- 
haps not remarkable that Count Cas- 














'y sini has proved in Washington a notable 


failure. Ho has not earned the respect 
of the Government to which he it 
credited; ond, considering how ill-in- 
formed he has kept it in regard to the true 
condition of American sentiment, he can 
hardly have deserved the confidence of 
the Government which he represents. 
Judging by his published declarations, 
he has remained as ignorant of the real 
character of the American people as he 
was the day he came here, and he seems 
quite incapable of learning the clemen- 
tary lesson that there is no insult that 
free people so keenly resent as an insult 
to their intelligence. 

No better illustration could be had of| 
the characteristio defects which have 
made Count Cassini so much out of place 
in Washington than that which he him- 
self supplies in an article on “Russia in 
the Far East,” contributed to the current 
number of the “North American Review.” 
In claiming that war was forced on 
Russia by Japan, Count Cassini merely 
echoes the official declarations of his 
Government which have already been 
sufficiently dealt with in-these columns. 
‘The Count unwittingly furnished a stand- 
ard for messuring the credibility of any 
statement made by his Government in 
referring to the signing of the treaty 
which he had the honour to negotiate, 
giving to Russia railroad and other con- 
cosssions in Manchuria. He appears to| 
have forgotten, or assumes that people 
here have never known, that the exist- 
once of any such treaty wss emphatically 
‘and categorically denied by the Russian 
Government for years after it was first 
published in the “North-China Daily 
News,” and that to this day no official 
version of it has ever been given to the 
world. The accepted version certainly: 
does not bear out Count Csssini’s state- 
ment that it conferred upon Russia “ per- 
mission to build a railway through Man- 
cburia to Port Arthur.” fhe reputed 
text of the convention makes Kirin the 
terminus of the East Chinese Railway, 
and provides for the extension of the 
Chinese Imperial Railway from Shan- 
haikuan by way of Moukden to meet the 
Russian system at the provincial capital

The Count is not more felicitous when 
he tries to answer the pertinent question: 
“ Why was a Russian Army sent to Man- 
churia at all?” er presonted 
merely recalls the commission of a great 
historic crime—the causeless and. in- 
human butchery of thousands of inno- 
cent men, women, and children at Blago- 
vestchensk. The provocation given for 
this massacre was notoriously of the most 
flimsy character; and nothing could well 
be more impudent than the pretence that 
had not Russian troops gone into Man- 
churis, “ that province would doubtless 
have witnessed scones of carnage, pillage, 
and wanton destruction that would have 
created sensation throughout the 
world.” Such scenes were unhappily 
witnessed, not only at Blagovestchensk, 
but throughout all the surrounding coun- 
try, but they were of Russian not of Chi- 
nese origin, and ¢he lasting infamy for 
thom rosts with the Government in whose 
behalf Count C is lame and 
plea of justification. At New- 
it the other extremity of Man- 
imilar process was repeated on 
less sanguinary scale. The Russian 
attack on the Chineso troops posted out- 
side of the treaty port, and whor 
vices had been found quite effectual in 
Preserving order there, was absolutely 
unprovoked and elicited the protest of 
every Foreign Consul in the place. Yet 
it was under cover of the disorders 
which were thus deliberately challenged 
that Russia took possession of Ne 
chwang and began the arbitrary admini 
tration of the port which has been 
continued to the prosent day.

expressly or otherwiss delegate any 
authority’ to the. Queen in Council 
to reduce the constitutional rights and 
liberties of her subjects. I take it, 
therefore, that in exercising the authority 
provided by the said Acts of Parliament 
the Queen in Council was limited to the 
application of such forms and methods 
in jurisdiction and practice as wore 
consonant to the forms of jurisdiction 
and practice then obtaining iu England, 
that is to say, then recognised as con- 
stitutional or forming a part of the body 
of the British Constitution, Any order 
not consonant to the then British 
Constitution must be unconstitutional 
and void, and it should be competent for 
the Courts so to decide.” 

It being admitted, as it must be 
admitted, that Parliament is in theso 
matters supreme, we have to consider 
what provision Parliament has made in 
this matter. For this we have to look 
at the Foreign Jurisdiction Act 1890. 
‘The Order in Council of 1865 was made 
under the authority of the Act 6 and 7 
Vict. ¢ 80, “An Act for the better govern- 
ment of His Majesty's subjects 
o ‘and the Act 6 and 7 Viet. © 
94 the Foreign Jurisdiction Act 1843. 
But the former Act was repealed by the 
Foreign Jurisdiction Act 1878 _ saving 
all Orders made under it; and the Foreign 
Jurisdiction Act 1843, and the Foreign 
Jurisdiction Act 1878’ were repealed by 
tho Foreign Jurisdiction Act 1890 which, 
however, contains the following proviso 
(paragraph 18): 

(1) “ Any Order in Council, commission, 
or instructions mado or. in pursuance of 
any enactment repealed by this Act, shall

Wo have thon to look upon this Order 
in Council, as if it had been made under 
the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890, But 
jt is desirable to turn back to the Foreign 
Jurisiliction Act, 1843, aud see under what 
conditions that earlier Act was passed. 
‘The Act of 1843 is intituled “ An Act to 
remove Doubts as to the Exercise of 
Power and Jurisdiction by Her Majesty 
within divers countries and places out of 
Her Majesty's Dominions,” and to rendor 
the same more effectual it recites — 











«Whereas by treaty, capitulation, grant, 
, sufferance and other Inwful means 
Her Majesty hath power and jurisdiction 
within divers countries and places out of 
Her Majesty's dominions; and whereas 
doubts have arisen how far tho 
exerciso of such power and jurisdiction 
fe controlled by and dependant on the 
laws and customs of this Realm, 
and. it is expedient that such - doubts 
should be removed.” : 

It is then enacted: 

“Phat it is and shall be lawful for Hor 
Majesty to hold exercise and enjoy any 
power or jurisdiction which Hor Majesty 
now hath or may at any time hereafter 
have within any country ‘or piace out of 
Her Majesty's dominions in the same 
aud as ample a manuer as if Hor Majesty 
Jad acquired such power or jurisdiction 
by the evasion of conquest of Lorritory.” 
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That is to say, that Her Majesty has 
und should Have, sé far as the Treaties 
conferred it, or the authorities of the 
tountfies assented t6 its exercise, the 
same power and jurisdiction over British 
subjects within’ those places as Her 
Majesty would have if those places were 
trown Colonies, 

As to Crown Colonies it is laid down in 

‘alvin's case that any Colony which has

In the Reports and text books a dis- 
tinction is drawn between cases where & 
complaint is brought by an individual to 
prevent a threatened injury to himself by 
Yeason of a breach of the peace hy or at 
the instance of the person complained of 
aud cases where sureties for good 
behavour are required by a mi 
gistrate for the sake of the public. 

Tf the present, were a case of the form- 
er description arguments drawn from 
the decisious relating to such cases would 
apply. But it is uot, and while it  par- 
takes of the nature of the cases of the 
second description the provision of the) 
Order in Council differs from the English 
statutes relating to such cases. And yet 
tho statutes have in some cases received | 
an interpretation which would meet some 
of the objections brought against the ap- 
plication of the Order in Council to the 
fucts.of the present case.

“To meet tho necessities of the unset- 
tled state of most of the foreign Sottle- 
ments in China at the time of its pro- 
mulgation to wit, 1865, that at the pre- 
sont time it is properly applicable only 
to the control of irresponsible waifs and 
strays who may not be reached through 
their self-respect or through their pro- 
perty, and that it has uo application to 
industrions aud sottled members of the 
community who have acquired vested in- 
torostsin the Settlements, and upon whose 
condition aud prospects the intorests of 
othors depend. Such men may be reach- 
ed through their self-respect and their 
property” 

A siumlur argument was used in the 
cus of Key. 0. The Fustices of Cork (15 
Cos, ©. C. 149) heurd in 1882 in the 
{Queen's Bench Division in Ireland, Mey. 
C.J. says : 

“The law upon this subject begins with 
the statute 34 May. 3, C. I. 15 by which 
Justices of the Peace were first appoint- 
ed. Tho statute entrusting theso ma- 
gistrates with a wide discretion authorises 
them ‘to take of all of them that be not of 
good fame, where they shall be found, 
sufticient surety and maiuprise of their 
good behaviour towards the King and 
his people.” 

‘Then, after saying that it is a wide 
judicial discretionary power to be 
‘exercised with great caution, he proceeds 
to say: 

«The Rev. Mr. Fechan’s counsel urged 
on us that the justices had no jurisdie- 
tion, as he was admitted to have been a 
person of ‘good fame.’ He may have 
beon, and I assume he was, up to the 
period of the meeting in question, but 
by his speech and conduct there he 
defamed himself, and there being reason- 
able ground to suspect that he would 
probably continue the course he had 
there begun, the justices had jurisdiction 
to entertain the case.” 

{ do not wish to apply hard words 
to the defendant, but it appears to 
me that the principle underlying 
the expression used by May, ©. J., with 
reference to the traverser in the 
ease before him applies to the defendant. 
Whatever may have been the state of 
circumstances which suggested the mak- 
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year o ‘rd and 
the circumstances prevailing in 1882 
with which the Queen's Bench Division 
had to deal. And the question is, not 
whether he resembles generally the per- 
sons who may have been in the contem- 
plation of the legislature, but whether ho 
has brought himself by act or conduct 
within the category of persons against 
whose acts or conduct the enactment has 
beon made. 

In this case the question is, is he a 
person whose acts or conduct are or is 
likely to produce or excite to a breach of 
the public peace. In considering this 
point I am impressed very strongly with 
what I believe to be a fact, that this is 
the first time since the Order was made 
in which the provisions of the first part 
of Article 106 have been applied to the 
conduct of any journalist in China or 
Japan in respect of anything written 
byhim as a journalist. My recollection 
goes back to the making of the Order, 
and I can rememberno case where proceed 
ing such as the present have been in- 
stituted, and I wish to say, to the credit 
of British journalism in the Far East, I 
can remember no’ case in China or 























‘pan 
where they were necessary. British jour- 
nalism here has had the faults as well as 





authorities it has sometimes gone beyond 
what those who are concerned in main- 
taining friendly relations with the Go- 
vernments and people of these countries 
and with the authorities and subjects of 
other Treaty Powers would like to soe. 
But I think it will be conceded that the 
standard it has maintained is one it may 
under all the cireumstances well be proud 
of. It has not, often condescended to 
lapguage such as forms the subject of 
complaint in the present case, and if in 
rare cases it has done so, the circum. 
stances have not called for drastic action. 
‘The words complained of in this case aro 
oxtromely offensive, offensive not ouly to 
a friendly government but to its soldiers, 
of whom some when the wonls wore pub- 
lished formed part of the intervatioual 
garrison protecting the town in which they 
Wwore published. It ie right to say that 
they appear to have beon provoked by an 
attack upon those whom he desired to de- 
fend. But that would not justify the 
language used. Under these circum. 
stances the conduct of the defendant in 
publishing them was certainly in my 
opinion likely to produce or excite to a 
breach of the public peace, and came not 
only within the terms of the Article, but 
within the mischief which the article was 
intended to provide against. 

Thero is one objection to notice, an 
objection to the mode of procedure. 
Counsel for the defence says :— 

“Ttis an act manifestly derogatory to 
constitutional liberty to require a subject 
charged, as in the present case, to appear, 
not to answer and defend, to produce 
evidence and cross-examine the witnesses 
of the prosecution but to submit toa 
judgment based upon ex parte representa- 
tions.” 

This argument seems not so much 
directed to show that the procedure 
adopted in this case was not in accord- 
ance with the Order in Council, as that 
the provisions of the Order which direct 
such a proceeding are unconstitutional 
and void, an argument which I have al- 
ready dealt with. But it is desirable on, 
this point to refer to what the 
procedure is and what it has been in 


























ing of the provisions in the Order relating

that it was when the Order was mado 
in accord with the ex parte procedure 
apparently contemplated by the order. 
The procedure in England is thus referred 
to in the Magistrate's Annual Practice 
1900 (p. 586) : 

“Formerly the defendant was called 
upon by summons or warrant to show 
cause why he should not give security to 
Keep the peace or be of good behaviour ; 
but he was not allowed to contradict. the 
allegations made against him, though Ie 

ight show that the proceedings were 
taken from malicious motives, or explain 
anything ambiguous in the charge itself. 
It is now, however, expressly provided 
by the Summary Jurisdiction Act, 1879, 

25 (as to cases where the complainant 
is himself tie person who is in fear) as 
follows -— 

‘The power of a court of summary juris- 
diction upon complaint of any person to 
enter into recognisance and find sureties 
to keep the peace or to be of good behav- 

ur towards such first-mentioned person 
shall be exercised by an order upon com- 
plaint, and the Summary Jurisdiction 
Acts shall apply accordingly, and the com- 
plainant and defendant and witnesses may 
be called and examined and cross-examin- 
ed, and the complainant and defendant 
shall be subject to costs, as in the caso of 
any other complaint.” 

It will be seen that the new procedure 
is confined by the torms of the Act to 
cases whore the complainant apprehonds 
a breach of the peace by the person com- 
plained of and directed against the com- 
plainant. The procedure has it appears 
to some extent at least been followed in 
other cases. But it is recognised that such 
other casos do not fall within the provi- 
sions of the Act. I think it desirablo that 
in futuro tho course laid down in the Act 
should be followed in all proceedings 
taken under the first part of Article 106, 
whether strictly coming within the terms 
of the Act or not ; and if I thought that 
the defendant in this case had been pre- 
judiced by not being allowed a proper 
opportunity for his defence, I should 
certainly not confirm the Order for 
deportation until such opportunity had 
been .afforded to him, I am satisfied, 
however, that no injustice whatever h 
been done to him in this respect. Ho 
has had every opportunity of putting 
forward any facts or arguments bearing 
on the case, and the course followed, 
hough not what 1 think it desirable it 
should be, and in future ought to be, was 
strictly in accordance with the terms of 
the Article under which the proceedings 
wore taken. This objection also fails, and 
the validity of the order of deportation 
must be upheld. 

If then I had to treat this case as one 
on appeal from ‘the Court below on the 
legal points which have been raised I 
should feel that I had no alternative but 
to confirm the decision, But I conceive 
that my duty does not end there. The 
provision which requires me either to 
confirm the order for deportation or to 
reverse it leaves me a discretion, which it 
is my duty to exercise.. The object of the 
Article is prevention and not punishment, 
and Iam able in considering the matter 
to do so in the light of events subsequent 
to the time when the decision was given 
in the Court below. But it is desirable 
that there should be no misconception on 
this point. It was.argued on behalf of 
the defendant that the charge came ou 
to be heard four days after the words 
complained of were published, and as 
up to that time there had been no breagh 
of the peace in consequence no order for 
security ought to bo made. This argument 
































ig ridiculous in itsolf, and especially in view 
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of the cases in which security has been 
ordered at home, and the times which 
have elapsed betweon acts or threats 
aud the making of the orders. And not 
even the much Jonger time which has 
elapsed siuco the publication and the 
present added to the fact, as Iam glad 
to learn it is a fact, that there has been 
no-breach of the peace in consequence, 
would be sufficient in itself to justify the 
reversal of the order. 

But Counsel on behalf of the defendant 
gave'an assurance with regard to his 
future conduct in regard to the matters 
complained of which if carried out would 
secure all that the order was intended to 
secure, and I have since had an op- 
portunity of conferring with the Judge 
of the Court at Tientsin, and I learn 
from him that the assurance has so far 
been carried out, and he has no reason 
to think that it ‘will not continue to be 
carried out. Under these circumstances 
Tam glad to foel at liberty to reverse, 
and I now do reverse, the order for 
deportation. But this reversal is not to 
be construed as in any way dissenting 
from the propriety of the institution of 
the procecdings or of the making of the 
order.

‘His Worship intimated to defendant 
that he proposed to take jurisdiction over 
him as a British subject, as he had been 
previously so treated by the Court. 

Complainant, sworn, said she was 
married to defendant in Bagdad by 
Jowish ceremony. She did not re- 
member the date, but she had a 
registration paper at home. Defendant 
loft her seven months ago and went to 
Bombay where he got married again. 
When ho returned complainant was ill in 














~ hospital in Japan. She came back to 


Shanghai two months ago but was afraid 
to rejoin her husband, with his second 
wife, as she would be “a mock to the 
Defendant traded in cloth and 
and had some stock at his house. 
She did not know what his earnings wore, 
but heard he made from $50 to $100 a 
week. Bofore defendant went to India 
complainant supported him by interest 
on her own money. 

Tn reply to his Worship, coiuplainant 





said the amount her husband took to 


India was $1,500 only. The $90 to $200 


a month were proceeds of the sales, not 
profits. 

Defendaut sworn, said he had beon 
married thirty-three years and had lived 
eight years in Shanghai with his wife. For 
three years he had no business and for the 
rest of thetime he keptamuslin cloth-shop.

‘Two men were seen By a 
native constable to be carrying bundles of 
cotton soaked in kerosene and Were arrested 
by him. They were questioned at tho 
Station and this led to the arrest of the 
Prisoners. A search of the premises re. 
Yealed the fact that a quantity of cotton 
wadding soaked in kerosene had been set 
on fire closo to the partition which divided 
the shop from the next house. ‘The wood 
of the partition bad also been soaked with 
Kerosene. The contents of the shop were in- 
sured for Tls, 600, but in the opinion of the 
witness there was not more than $60 worth 
of goods on the premises.

Ir is avery well-recognised fact; 


that one of the most 
features of educational 
the establishment of public libraries, 
where all classes can have access to 
the best literature the world can 
supply. Mr. Carnegie has made for 
himself an imperishable name in 
different parts of America by devot- 
ing considerable sums to the es- 


important 


tablishment or encouragement of 


such centres of useful knowledge. 

Turning to our own Model Settle- 
ment we find there is a public 
library more or less euited to the 
needs of the foreign residents, who 
number but a fraction of the popu- 
lation, or ratepayers of our com- 
munity. For the hundreds of thou- 
sands of Chinese who dwell among 
us, and who belong to a nation that 
has carefully cultivated literature 
for thousands of years, almost nothing 
has yet been done. It is true that 
Chinese book shops and printing 
establishments abound in almost 
every street, in which treatises 
embodying some of the newest forms 
of Western knowledge find ready 
sale, side by side with the standard 
classical works on which the native 
literati justly pride themselves. But 
the bulk of our Chinese fellow- 
residents are poor and unable to 
afford the cost of these, to them, 
expensive publications, Surely it is 
high time, in the evolution of our 
Model Settlement from a few semi- 
foreign buildings on a forlorn look- 
ing mudflat, to its preset position 
as the gnercantile and manufacturing 
metropolis of China, that a large 
public library of suitable Chinese 
works should be provided, 

Twenty or more years ago an 
attempt was made in this direction 
by Sir Walter Medhurst, who was 
then H, B. M’s Consul in Shanghai. 
About 1,500 taels were subscribed 
by the Shanghai foreign community 
for the purpose of establishing a 
Chinese Tibrary and reading room. 
When the natives were asked 
to aid in this undertaking they 
responded so liberally through 
the efforts, principally, of Mr. 


|Hsii Hsueh-tsun of the Kiang- 
nan Arsenal with Li Hung-chang 
and other high Chinese officials, that 
the total sum of above 10,000 Taels 
was soon realised. A committee of| 
Chinese and foreign gentlemen was 
appointed with Sir Walter Medburst 
as Chairman; land was purchased ; 
and the building known as the 


is |“ Chinese Polytechnic Institution and 


Reading Rooms,” at the corner of 
Kwangsi and Hupeh Roads, was soon 
erected. 

Unfortunately the Chinese mem- 
bers of the committee seemed to 
think that in addition to a liberal 
supply of Chinese books and periodi- 
cals representing the newest develop- 
ments of Western thought, a large 
collection of apparatus was necessary 
to illustrate some of the various 
scientific sbjects. Too much money 
was spent on this apparatus and in 
engaging foreign teachers to explain 
its use, while too little money was 
expended in the purchase of Chinese 
books and in providing facilities for 
natives to read and make use of 
them. To such an extent has this 
Institution been diverted from its 
original intention of a library and 
reading rooms that it may safely be 
said this most important feature still 
remains to be carried into effect, 
‘The present building is well suited 
for the purpose, being in the Chinese 
style of architecture, while the valu- 
able land and dwelling houses adja- 
cent, from the rent of which its in- 
come is derived, would, if well man- 
aged, yield an ample amount to add 
new books from time to time and to 
cover working expenses, Why. the 
Committee, consisting of sixteen prac- 
tical intelligent gentlemen, should 
pene ntly overlook this important 
feature of the work of the Institution 
and devote their attention to the 
teaching of English to a few Obinese 
youths, when there are so many good 
schools in Shanghai and the vicin- 
ity, seems impossible toexplain. The 
most satisfactory feature of the work 
now carried on is the excellent popular 
weekly series of lectures on Political 
Economy and kindred. subjects con- 
ducted by the Rev. Gilbert Reid and 
generally very well attended. This, 
it is needless to point out, is not 
what the funds were primarily sub- 
scribed for. 

It is easy to give advice and some- 
times the best advice is the least 





palatable. What ought to be done 
with this Institution is to revert to the 
point from which it set out and use’ 
all the available funds for the gradual 
purchase of a great Chinese library 
worthy of our Model Settlement, 
Besides containing all the books of 
purely native origin it should in- 
clude all the up-to-date works of the 
Society for the Diffusion of Useful 
Knowledge in China, of the Educa- 
tional Association of China, of the. 
Kiangnan Arsenal publications, and, 
in short, every book or periodical in 
the Chinese language that is calcu- 
lated to benefit the native portion of 
the community, as well as visitors 
from other places in China. The 
utmost facilities should be offered to 
the readers, who would soon begin to 
flock in crowds to the Institution 
and every attention should be paid 
to their comfort and convenience. 
Plenty of energy displayed in this 
Creston, would lead to rewalls, thet 
would perhaps justify an appeal for 
assistance from the Masteinn Goucel 
and certainly from the wealthy 
officials and gentry of Shanghai as 
well as those of other localities,

Tue Manchester Chamber of Commerce 
“Monthly Record” of the 30th of April 
last has the following opening note on 
“The State of Trade ” 


An improving tendency has beon dis- 
tinetly visible in some leading branches 
of business during the past month, and 
on the whole there can be no doubt that 
tho condition and prospects of trade are 
much better than they were at tho be- 

inning of the year. The cotton industry 
is still greatly hampered by the dearness 
of the raw material, and a considerable 
amount of spinning and weaving ma- 
chinery continues idle, or working’ short 
time. “ Cotton has dropped, however, 
from the extreme height reached during 
the most excited period of the speoulas 
tive mania, and fluctuations seem to be 
becoming less violent. Meantime it is in- 
creasingly evident that supplies in most 
of the distributing channels for cotton 
goods are running down, with the natural 
Consequence that prices are hardening, 
though very slowly for the most part, and 
they are still below the equivalent of the 
present cost of production. Buyers in 
Manchester aro therefore becoming bolder 
in their operations, but generally they 
still act with caution in view of the pos- 
sibility of more ahundant supplies of cot 
ton from this year’s crops, and prefer to 
purchase in comparatively small quanti 
ties, if more frequently than usual, rather 
i than run the risk of loss from a possible 
decline later on. A little improvement 
is perceptible also in some departments 
‘of the woollen industry. 
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‘A further encouraging feature is the 
inoreasing demand for iron and steel, 
induced partly by a revival in the ship- 
building industry, and partly by the 
improved condition in the metal and 
engineering industries on the Continent 
and in the United States. 

In conformity with these more cheering 
features in the commercial and industrial 
position there has been, during the 
month, an increase in the railway re- 
coipts for merchandise trafic. ‘The latest 
labour employment returns—those for 
March—show a slight lessening in the pro- 
portion of unemployed workpeople in the 
skilled trades, and it seems likely that 
the April returns due about the middle of 
May will present still more favourable 
results, The fall in the Bank of England’s 
official rate of discount from 4 per cent, 
first to 3} and then to 3 per cent, has 
given a more confident and hopeful ‘tone 
to most of the commercial markets, and 
has brought about au important revival 
of activity on the Stock Exchanges.

“Capt. John Steele commanded the 
tea clipper Eliza Shaw and was well 
known in China and Japan in the years 
1867 to 1872. His first voyages wore to 
the West Indies and Venezuela. In 1853 
he built the Crest of the Wave, and in 
1855 ho was engagod with this vessel in 
transport service at Balaclava during the 
Crimean War ; the services of the Crest of 
the Wave, and “the officioney and good 
conduct of her commander” wero after- 
wards specially recognised by the Ad- 

i During the next years he sailed 
frequently and most successfully to China 
, and was happy in the life-long 
jendships which he made at this period. 
Upon his return from Japan in 1871, he 
brought to England tho first six Japanese 
men of position who had ever left their 
native land. His intercourso with those 
gentlemen kindled his interest in Japan, 
whose marvellous development he follow- 
ed with the keenest interest. After 38 
years at sea, of which 33 were in command, 
he was, in 1872, appointed Nautical 
‘Accessor by the Board of Trade, and six 
years later Examiner in Seamanship, and 
Secretary to the Local Marine Board, 
which Inst post he hold until 1807. As 
such he passed many mates of ships who 
are now skippers. He was, in conjunction 
with Mr, Henry Green, Mr. Money 
Wigram, and Mr. W. Builivant, one of 
the founders of H. M. S, Worcester 
Nautical Training’ College, and was a 
momber of its committee until his death. 
In_ the Shipwrecked Mariners’ Society 
and the Royal Alfred Institution he took 
akeon and active part. Captain Steole 
also took a keen interest in scientific and 
economical questions. He kopt records 
at sea for 28 years for the Royal Meteo- 
rological Society, and was also a fellow 
of the Royal Astronomical Society.

No less than 193 
sailing vessels were damaged; 46 by 
stranding, 64 by collision, 8 by fire, 18 
by leaks, and 57 by stress of weather. 
The steamers totally lost were 24; 9 by 
stranding, 4 by collision, 1 by fire; ‘while 
7 foundered, and 3 were condemned. 
‘The stoamers damaged were 319; 87 by 
stranding, 111 by collision, 15 by fire, 6 
by leaks, 38 by stress of weather; while 
62 reported injury to their engines or 
boilers.

Smith, London: W. R. Russell & Co,

Once a more august lady than Miss 
Julia Smith put out “Leaves from a 
Journal of our Life in the Highlands ;” 
but this book is far worse. It is difficult 
to conceive any reason for printing the 
book ; it is hard to soe why the writer 
travelled—except that one must fill up 
the time somehow. For effective travel, 
especially if one is going into print, some- 
thing more is necessary than monvy, 
letters of introduction and a Kodak ; eyes, 
snd brains behind the eyes are even more 
important. 

Miss Smith spent a year in travel 
through Ceylon, the various provinces 
of India, Kashmir, Baluchistan, etc., jot- 



























ting down the most innocuous observa 
tions, now given to the world in print. 
Unfortunately we look in vain for in- 
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formation beyond what is given in every 
guide book, A keen observer or a witty 
wr can delight us even when he takes 
us over familiar ground; but we have 
found nothing but the most trivial com- 
monplaces in this sad diary, A few ex- 





tracts taken quite at random will show } 


how painfully harmless the whole book is.

Report of the China Agency of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society for 
1903, 

‘A hundred years ago a director of the 
East India Company declared that it was 
impossible to translate the Bible into 
Chinese. During the years that have 
elapsed since these words were spoken 
not only have the Scriptures been trans- 
Inted into almost every Chinese dialect, 
but millions of copies have been dis- 
tributed or sold by the British and 
Foreign Bible Society alone, and it is 
worth noting that the hostility of the 
Chinese has been considered a far 
greater barrier than the difficulties 
of the language. In spite of the 
hostility of the natives and other 
seemingly insuperable diftienlties the 
sales by this Society have, with a few 
exceptions, shown a steady increase from 
year to year until in 1903 the unprece- 
Gentod number of 1,247,495 volumes of 
Scriptures were isaned. Such results 
must necessarily entail a tremondo 
amount of work on the staff at the de 
and tho results are due in # great 
measure to the sub-agents, committees, 
and colportenrs all over the Chinese 
Empire. 

‘The report is made up largely of lette 
from snb-agents, and. missionaries, mai 
of which are of grunt interest from the 
light. which they throw on the immer life 
of the Chinese. ‘The past year will 
indoad le a memorable one in the 
annals of Mission work in China, From 
almost every province comes the news 
of the friendliness of the natives. Mr. 
Drysdale reports that although he has 
travelled considerably in Chihli he has 
not once heard the once too-familiar 
phrase of foreign devil. Only in 
Honan does there scom to have heen 
any hostility on the part of the populace. 

‘As in past years the Society has dis- 
tributed thousands of hooks to students 
at varions large examinations. Du 
the ‘friennial examination held in Nan- 
king, at the snggestion of the local mis- 
sionaries it was resolved to offer hooks 
for sale, ‘The experiment was hardly x 
success, as the students had become so 
accustomed to receiving the books free 
that they did not seem inclined to buy 
them.

As stated above, there has been consider- 
able hostility, on the part of the natives 
in Honan. Not only were colporteursill-’ 
treated in this province, but the following 
will show how fierce is the antagonism to 
Christianity in this part of the Empire.

It is stated here that General Stoossel was 
in command at the Kinchou engagement and

the Japanese advance, appears to have 
by his direction.

The Scoul-Fusan Railway. 

Interviewed by a Japaneso correspondent,

from Fusan, says that he, being the first for- 
‘eigner who has ever inspected the line, was 
enthusiastically received everywhere by the 
‘Japanese engaged in the construction, and 
‘was able to make a minute inspection. All 
the work he witnessed was satisfactorily in 
progress, and he reported the results of his 
inspection to the home government. From 
Taikoo the Consul took his course to Seoul 
following the telegraph Toe, and, under the 
cordial protection of the Japanese gendar- 
ork, the Ameciean vislioe enjoyed s 
pleasant journey.

THE INTERNATIONAL 
RED CROSS SOCIETY. 


Through tho kindness of the Rov. 
Mr. Webster, the vigorous Honorary 
Secretary of the Newchwang Branch of 
the above Society, wo aro able to give a 
few more items of news in regard to the 
Society’s work. Mr. Webster writos :— 

“The two Chinese gentlemen have both 
very willingly consented to serve on our 
committee. We had a mecting this morn- 
ing at the American Consulate, whon Mr. 
Chen of Tai Ku Bean Mills, was prosont 
and was fully initiated into the history 
and doings of the Society here, I oxpect 
much valuable assistance from him in the 
future, ‘Tho Chineso members of our 
committee are now Mr. Chang of tho 
foreign firm of Yuan Lai, Mr. Chen of 
the firm of Tai Ku Yuen, and Mr. Chang 
Tung-kang. 

“Prior to receipt of your wire we had 
beon in communication with the Chinese 
railway authorities, and through the kind 
help of Mr. Liang, the Director, had 
received free passes for refuges over the 
line. We have also been working in 
perfect harmony with the Vicoroy’s 
society. HE, Yuan sont a weiyuan to 
assist in the work. He was instructed to 
make the north side of the river his head- 
quarters, and to co-operate with us by 
receiving the refugees whom we sont 
across. This plan has worked remark- 
ably well. We have kept strictly to the 
destitute refugeo class, men without 
money, without work, without prospects, 
women and children escaping from 
disturbed districts. 

“They have been provided with a 
temporary homo and food in the refuge 
hore, and sent over the river in batches 
of 80 or 100 at a time. 

“We have got a strong committeo, 
thoroughly organised and ready for any 














“We have got a hospital equipped in 
every detail, so that if a battle takes 
place to-morrow in this neighbourhood 
we could take in 50 desperate cases at 
once, and many more less serious if the 
occasion demanded. Several doctors are 
waiting to be summoned by wire and 
could be here at a day’s notice. 

“We have got alarge native inn for 
use as a refuge, capable of accommodat- 
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ing foor hundred people. Within this 
place we have. given temporary shelter 
and food to over two thousand men, 
women, and children. 

“We have been able to transport this 
comparatively large number of refugees 
fo their homes in hihli and Shantung. 

“We are fully propare? for any emer- 
gency that may arise, either to succour 
the wounded or relieve the distressed.” 











THE TABAQUERIA 
FILIPINA BURNT. 


At 6.20 p.m. yesterday the alarm was 
rung for a fire in No. 3 district. A tele- 
phone message had been received at the 
Central Fire Station a minute or two 
before, vaying'that a fire had broken out 
in the Tabaqueria Filipina, Nanking 
Road, and consequently’ the Deluge 
Company had on a stream almost simul- 
tanoously with the ringing of the alarm. 
The fire appeared 
out in the roof which was well alight 
by the time the alarm was given. The 
Deluges had two streams on in an 
alloyway at the sido of the promises, and 
thus checked the fire from spreading at 
the back: The Victorias and Hongkews 
had streams at the side nearest to the 
Kiangse Road. ‘The Mih-ho-loongs and 
the Fronch Company prevented the fire 
from sproading on the othe: 
upper floor was full of all kinds of goods, 
the flames got a firm hold and were ex- 
tremely difficult to extinguish. The roof 
burnt like matchwood and ere many 
minutes had ‘ elapsed caved in and 

“smothered thé rooms below with tiles 
and burning beams, Largo crowds as- 
sembled on all sides to watch the con- 
flagration and’ some too-willing blué- 
jackets rather impeded than helped the 
firemen, until they wore asked to rotire 
from the fire area. _ By 7.15 all the Com- 
panies, except tho Deluge, had loft, and 
they loft the building in charge of the 
coolie-corps a few minutes later. Tho 
upper floor-of the Tabaqueria was burnt 
out and the contents of the ground 
floor were badly damaged by water. 
‘The damage was entirely confined to. this 
building, which is believed to be fully in- 
sured. ‘The origin of the outbroak is 
unknown.
